Thus applicants core is not a contribution to the novelty of the invention. 

The different variables along with the hetero groups and non hetero groups are classified 
in numerous classes and subclasses that the search is burdensome. 

Also the examiner had just given a couple of references , but was not a full search of the 
non-elected groups. The DE 3634066 and WO 9218483 were reference just to indicate that the 
core is not the applicants contribution over the prior art. 
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The requirement of the restriction of group III is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

The applicants have not cancelled claims that would be essential duplicates for example 
claims 25, 27 . 

Also the various variables with the numerous heterocycles are also still in the claims. 
Claim 1 is not limited to R5 or R6 being a heterocyclic ring. 
Claims pending 1-8, 18,19 and new claims 22-29.
